Recommended dally oil produc­ 
tion for California during Novem­ 
ber was held at 571,000 barrels, 
the same as that for October, 
by the Conservation Committee 
of California Oil Producers at 
Its regular monthly meeting.

Indicating that some relief 
from the new well problem may 
be hoped for in 1941, C. G. Wil­ 
liams, chairman of the new well 
subcommittee, reported that his 
committee estimated completion 
of only 637 new wells next year, 
compared with an estimated 941 
wells during thq current year.
